the defendant Miuliael F. Garvoy "was put 
on tho stand. 


Mr. Garvey testified that hpivag a native 


of Lowell and the Ward One executive of 
the democratic city committee. 


During the recent campaign Mr. Garvey 


testified, lie was at City Ual! under Mr. 
Fletcher giving assistance to voters who 
wished to register. 


Mr. Garvey said he had nothing to do 


with soliciting men to register, and Mr. 
I/awton objected. 


The men whom lie conducted to tho as 


sessors' 
office were 
lirst seen by Mr. 
Fletcher. 


Witness said that he did not remember 


having biought in any man who gave tho 
name of Thomas S. Douaghue. 


Mr. Burke then asked what questions 


ho put m bringing in men, and Mr. Law- 
ton objected saying that he couldn't say 
anything if lie had forgotten this particular 
case. 
»

He never made any representation of 


the qualifications of a man "to the principal 
assessor or to tho best of his knowledge to 
any assistant assessor. 


Witness knew Thomas P. Donaghue by 
sight. 
He did not know him personally 


and did not know where lie lived. He 
knew that Donaghue at one time lived 
with, liis parents. 


After the state election witness said a 


meeting was held and after that meeting 
he examined the list and found that some 
of them did not belong on the list. Wit- 
ness found that Thomas P. Donaghue 
should not be on the list, from his fattier, 
lie told Mr. Donaghue that he would chal- 
lenge the name off. 


Mr. Garvey said further that he had no 


idea when 
he 
challenged 
tho man's 


name that he had assisted in putting on 
that name. He also said that he knew 
nothing of the case until the warrant was 
served on him. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Lawton, Mr. 


Garyey said that Mr. Donaghue did the 
talking about tbe name on the list, and 
Mr. Donaghue said to him that a certain 
young man said that he had told a police 
officer that if anyone tried to vote on his 
aon'3 name to have him arrested. 
Ho did not remember that Mrs. Donag- 


hue told him two years ago that her son 
was not at home. 


Witness described Thos. F. Donaqhue 


as he knew him and said that he would 
not make the mistake of bringing another 
man in under the name of Donaghue. 


This ended the defence. 
Mr. Burke then began an eloquent ar- 


gument for Mr. Garvey. 
He bepan by 


stating that the 
government had not 


proved that the name of the man brought 
by Garvey was unknown and it had not 
proved that the man was not Thomas F. 
Donaghue. He then took the evidence as 
presented and said that the government 
had not shown a scinitllaofjevidence to con- 
vict him. 
He held that Mr. Hawes had 


nothing to do with qualifying a voter and 
was acting merely m a clerical way. 
They want to charge Garvey who went 


around a .year ago last May, said Mr. 
Burke, with the knowledge that Donaghue 
was away and who do they bring in to 
show it? Why, Mr, Hawes the man who 
went around iast May. Mr. Hawes who 
knew at the time that Donaghue was away 
and yet allowed a man to be assessed under 
that name without a word. 


Mr. Burke thought that the same judg- 
ment should be meted to both Hawes and 
Garvey, the former who allowed this man 
to be assessed when last May he found that 
Donaghue was out of town. Mr. Burke 
occupied about half au hour, and his re- 
marks were very clear and logical. 


Mr. Lawton then started off by reading 


the law in regard to this particular charge, 
ami then made one of his vigorously im- 
pressive arguments in which he said thai 
Michael J. Garvey knew Donaghue because 
he said he did, and because Donaghue's 
father said so. He also quoted Hawes' evi- 
dence that Garvey not only gave the name 
of Donaghue but told him how to spell it. 
Mr. 
Lawton 
concluded 
with 
the 


assurance that he had no malice against 
this deluded man Garvey, but this crime 
should be stopped before it grew. He 
asked in an awful whisper for the extent 
of the law. 
The court thought that this case was 


such a novel one that he should take a 
little time to consider it, and he according- 
ly took the case under advisement for one 
week. 


A number of lawyers and well known 


people were in court and the case was 
much discussed by them. It was the pre- 
vailing opinion that the government's case 
is very weak.

Other Matters From the Congressional 


Budget. 


WABITOTGTON, Dec. 15.—Senator Voor- 


hees introduced in tho senate his long- 
promised financial bill. It provides for the 
coinage of the silver seigniorage at the 
rate of $8,000,000 a month; for the pur- 
chase and coinage oi $2,000,000 worch of 
silver a month after the coinage of the 
seigniorage; for the retiremesgt of paper 
currency of less denomination.!! than $10; 
tor the retirement of all gold coins of less 
denomination than $10, and for the np- 
pomtment of au international commis- 
sion. 


Tho bill piovicles in detail that the 


seigniorage or profit fund which has re- 
sulted from the coinage of silver bullion 
under the Bland and Sherman acts, or 
which should result from such coinage 
shall be coined into silver dollars o: 
standard weight and fineness with ful 
legal tender quality, a* the rate of no 
less than ?3,000,000 per month, and tha 
such dollars shall be covered into thi 
treasury. The silver purchase section is 
as follows. 


"That when all the seigniorage bullion 


has been coined it shall ba the duty oi 
the secretary of the treasury to purchase 
each month silver bullion at the marke' 
value in quantities sufficient to coin no 
less than $3,000,000 each month." Tin 
secretary is directed to coin -die bullion 
promptly each month as fast aspurchasec 
into standard silver dollars. 


It is also provided that when any paper 


circulating notes or certificates of less de- 
nominations than $10, except nationa: 
bank notes or certificates redeemable only 
in silver dollars, shall be secured at the 
treasury, they shall not be reissued, 
shall be replaced by an equal amount o! 
like notes or certificates of denominations 
of not less than $10. 


Hereafter no national bank notes of less 


denominations than S10 are to be issued 
The bill also prohibits further coinage o: 
$21-2 and *5 gold piec&s. The bill also 
makes pro vision for the- appointment o] 
five commissioners to an international 
conference to be held at aplace to be here- 
after designated, •with a view to secure in- 
ternationally a fixity of relative value be- 
tween gold and silver as money by means 
of a common ratio between these metals 
with free mintage at such ratio. The sum, 
of $80,000 is appropriated to carry this 
clause of the bill into effect. 


The Tariff.' 


The tariff had a comparative rest yes- 


terday. There were no meetings of sub- 
committees or of tho 
full committee. 


Chairman "Wilson is engaged in preparing 
the mnjority report, wliica.iis to be sub- 
mitted next Tuesday. 


"We are devoting our time to reading 


the protests against the bill," said Repre- 
sentative Montgomery, as he emerged 
with a handful of lettei-s. "It is not ex- 
pected that any further action will be 
taken on the internal revenue features of 
the bill until all the members of the ma- 
jority may be in the city to consider it. 
The individual or corporate income tax 
must be settled before the committee can 
proceed. 
A question has arisen as to 


whether the income tax can be levied in 
time to derive revenue lor the next fiscal 
year, as it has been stated that the tax 
would have to be levied on incomes of the 
year following the time when tha law goes 
into effect." 


Mr. Bryan, who is pressing the stratght- 


out income tax plan, says that the tax 
would be levied on incomes of the calen- 
dar and not the fiscal year, and that if an 
income tax is adopted, it will be on in- 
comes from Jan. 1, 1894, to Dec. 31 of that 
year, and the taxes will fall due in Jan- 
uary, 1S95, and be available for the ex- 
penses of the fiscal year ending June 80, 
1895. 


While there is a great deal of talk about 


opposition to the bill it is thus far in- 
dividual, and there is no cohesive or 
crystallized opposition such as might de- 
feat the bill. 


The Republicans will probably have 


their report ready to submit next Tuesday, 
althoxigh they may hold it one day in 
order to make criticisms upon, the report 
of the majority.

General Wheeler of. Alabama, who drew 


up the caucus call, when asked what 
schedules would be revised, said: "The 
whole bill will be carefully gone over. 
The members from my section will urge 
the manifest unfairness of putting coal 
and iron ore on the free list when the 
men who own the mines are paying a 
duty of 40 per cent on the machinery with 
which they are operated.

American People. 


THEY ARE OPPOSED TO A MON- 


ARCHY. 


The Revolution Became An Absolute 


Necessity. 


SEATTLE, "Wash , Doc. IS,—A. Feek. a 


Seattle contractor, 
arrived 
home last 


night from Honolulu, where he berveuu 
contract for constructing a railroad. Ho 
was made the bearer of an. address to tho 
people of the United Slates from the 
American league of Honolulu. It says: 


"We, like you, believe in good govern- 


ment, and. having in co-operation with 
others freed ourselves from tho reign of 
corrupt rule and established a govern- 
ment of tho best classes oi society, we pro- 
test most emphatically ngninat the report 
of the assumption of .President Cleveland 
that the provisional government ot the 
Hawaiian Islands should cea&o to exibt 
because the proposition for union with the 
United States ol America hud failed to 
meet his approval. We insist that tha 
present government of Hawaii has tha 
same right to exist that the United Statei 
had after the successful revolution of 1770. 


"In faot the corruption and miigov- 


ernrneut that brought about the revolu- 
tion of January last were so flagrant as 
to be unbearable, and the late queen had 
planned to not only continue her corrupt 
practices but set aside the constitution of 
the kingdom, and attempted to illegally 
promulgate a new one, disfranchising 
many of the most intelligent citizens, and 
by her high-handed outrages destroyed 
the last hope of improvement over the 
corrupt find illegal aggression of the ex- 
ecutive power, so that no alternative was 
left but to depose her and establish an 
honest and capable governmc>nt. 


Hope 3for Redreaw Was Gemo. 


"This has been successfully dono, not 


by the citizens of the United States, but 
the movement was carried to a successfiil 
issue by people born and raised on the 
islands and others who had resided for 
many years hero and were citizens of tho 
country and loyal to its best interests, and 
only organized for the overthrow of the 
old system attar all hope of redress for tho 
many wrongs done by the late queen and 
her partisans had ceased to exist. 


"We are ready to acknowledge that we, 


loving the liberty and good govei-nmeut

of those at tho head of affairs gives posi- 
tive assurance that the government will 
bo honestly administered and that the 
rights of the people will be honestly ad- 
ministered. 


"It has been asserted by the adherents 


of the late queen that the President of the 
United States would forcibly, if necessary, 
re-enthrone the late queen and re-estab- 
lish her authority. We cannot believe 
that President Cleveland has been so ill 
advised, but, should he so decide, we ap- 
peal to congress and the people of the 
United States to pi-event so great a crime 
against liberty and good government. 


Cnndld Consideration A/iked Vor, 


"The right of revolution baa been a 


well-established method of deciding great 
wrongs and checking the encroachments 
of kings and despots generally, and by no 
people has the right been more generally 
acknowledged than 
by the American 


people; and in appealing to her people, es- 
pecially as we have right, truth and 
justice on our side, wo feel that we 
shall have a candid consideration of our 
claims of recognition. 


"So confident are we in the justice of 


our cause that we are certain that our 
course will receive the approval of the 
American people regardless of party, and 
we insist that; if Hawaii is not wanted in 
the great sisterhood of states, that we he 
allowed to continue the government ad- 
ministered, honestly, and we feel that we 
have a right to vigorously protest against 
the re-establishment of a corrupt monarch 
an these islands. 


"Having confidence in the great liberty- 


loving citizenship of the United States we 
invite the fullest and freest investigation, 
confident that au unprejudiced investiga- 
tion will prove that the revolution of Jan- 
uary last was not only justifiable, but ab- 
solutely necessary to maintain our rights 
and guard the best interests of our popu- 
lation as well. 


"Many of the most intelligent among n<- 


arfl active supporters of the provisional 
government, and opposed to the re-estab- 
lishment of the monarchy."

AN ADDRESS 


Hawaiians issue One to the 


American People. 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 15.—Senator Voor- 


hccs introduced in the sentite hia long- 
promised financial bill. It provides for the 
coinage of the silver seigniorage at, the 
rate of is,000,000 a month; for the pur- 
chase and coinage ol 42,000,000 worth of 
silver a month after the coinage of the 
seigniorage; for the retiremesfc of paper 
currency of less denominations" "than $10; 
tor the retirement of all gold coins ot leas 
denomination than SiO, and for the ap- 
pointment of an international comrnis- 
eion. 
. The bill provides in detail that the 
seigniorage or profit fund which hna re- 
sulted from the coinage of silver bullion, 
tinder the Bland and Sherman acts, or 
which .should result-from such coinage, 
shall be coined into silver dollars of 
standard weight and fineness with full 
legal tender quality, at the rate of not 
less than $2,000,000 per month, and that 
such dollars shall be covered into the 
treasury. The silver purchase section is 
as follows: 


"That when all the seigniorage bullion 


has been coined it shall be the duty of 
the secretary of the treasury to purchase 
each month silver bullion at the market 
value in quantities sufficient to coin not 
less than $2,000,000 each month." The 
secretary is directed to coin tie bullion 
promptly each month as fast as purchased 
into standard silver dollars. 


It is also provided that when any paper 


circulating notes or certificates of less de- 
nominations than $10, except national 
bank notes or certificates redeemable only 
in silver dollars, shall be secured at the 
treasury, they shall not be reissued, but 
shall be replaced by an equal amount of 
like notes or certificates of denominations 
of not leas than $10. 


Hereafter no national "bant notes of less 


denominations than $10 are to be issued. 
The bill also prohibits further coinage of 
$3 1-2 and to gold pieces. The bill also 
makes provision for ther appointment of 
five commissioners to an international 
conference to be held at a place to be here- 
after designated, with a view to secure in- 
ternationally a fixity of relative value be- 
tween gold and silver as money "by means 
of a common ratio between these metals 
with free mintage at such ratio. The sum 
of $80,000 is appropriated to carry thia 
clause of the bill into effect. 


Tlie Tariff.' 


The tariff had a comparative rest yes- 
terday. There were no meetings of sub- 
committees or of the 
full committee. 


Chairman "Wilson is engaged-in preparing 
the majority report,-wiaic'ct-.is .to be sub- 
mitted next Tuesday. 


""We ore devoting onr time to reading 
the protests against the bill," said Repre- 
sentative Montgomery, as h.« emerged 
with a handful of letters. "It is not ex- 
pected that any fn.rth.er action will be 
taken on the internal revenue .features of 
the bill until all the members of the ma- 
jority may be in the city to consider it. 
The individual or corporate income tax 
must be settled before the committee can 
proceed. 
A question has arisen as to 


whether the income tax can. be levied in 
time to derive revenue for the next fiscal 
year, as it has been stated that the tax 
would have to be levied on incomes of the 
year following the time when the law goes 
into effect." 


Mr. Bryan, who is pressing the straight- 


out income tax plan, says that the tux 
would be levied on incomes of the calen- 
dar and not the fiscal year, and that if an 
income tax is adopted, it will be on in- 
comes from Jan. 1, 1894, to Dec. 31 of that 
year, and the taxes will fall due in 
Jan- 


uary, 1695, and be available for the ex- 
penses of the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1895. 


While there is a great deal of talk about 


opposition to the bill it is thus far in- 
dividual, and there is no cohesive or 
crystallized opposition, such as might de- 
feat the bill. 


The Republicans will probably have 


their report ready to submit next Tuesday, 
although they may hold it one day in 
order to make criticisms upon, the report 
of the majority. 


Protest From Southrons. 


General Wheeler of Alabama, who drew 


up the caucus call, when asked what 
schedules would be revised, said: 
"The 


whole bill will be carefully gone over. 
The members from my section will urge 
the manifest unfairness of "putting coal 
and iron ore on the free list when the 
men who own the mines are paying a 
duty of 40 per cent on the machinery vrith. 
which they are operated. The sugar men 
will ask that the bounty be abolished nnd 
that a duty of 3-4 of a cent be placed on 
raw sugars. 


"Then there is the chemical schedule. 


A number of changes can be made in 
chemicals that will increase the revenues, 
benefit the consumers and not injure the 
trade. Other members will also suggest 
changes in other schedules, but these 
I speak of are the ones that occur to me 
now as being desirable to have modified. 
Many of the changes will probably be 
slight. In other cases, I have no doubt, 
that radical changes will be made." 


Tlic Sawaijaii 3Iesaage. 


The president's special message on the 


Hawaiian question Trill be from 2500 to 
3000 words in length. Mr. Cleveland left 
his office early yesterday and did not re- 
turn. When he has some speci.il work, 
out of the usual routine, it i3 the presi- 
dent's habit to carry it into the private 
part of the White House and work in per- 
fect privacy. 


He makes no use of stenographer Ar 


typewriter, most of his message being 
jrst written with bis own hand through- 
out. It is, of conrae, copied and engrossed 
for transmission to the senate. Th.e mes- 
sage probably "will not go to congress now 
before Monday.

iawaiian Islands should cease to exist 
iecause the proposition for union with tbe 
United States of America had failed to 
meet his approval. "We insist that the 


resent government o£ Hawaii bus tn« 
ume right to exist that the United States 
lad after the successful revolution of 177'13. 


"In fact the corruption and misgov- 


ernment that brought about the revolu- 
tion of January last wore so flagrant as 
10 be unbearable, and the late queen had 
jlauiied to not only continue her corrupt 
)rnctices but set aside the constitution of 
.he kingdom, and attempted to illegally 
promulgate a new one, disfranchising 
many of the moat intelligent citizens, and 
>y her high-handed outrages destroyed 
;he last hope of improvement over the 
corrupt and illegal aggression of the ex- 
ecutive power, so that no alternative was 
eft but to depose her and establish on 
lonest and capable government. 


Hope For Redress Was Gone.

ID ber present condition the? Xickerson 


presents a sorrowful sight. Her rmiin 
K&tf is hoisted half-way with portions of 
the inainsail hanging in ribbons. She Is 
biiclly iced forward, beinK encased in ice 
to tbe depth, of Hevernl "niches. 


The Xickerson left Xew York on Dec. 1 


and on the third put into Xew Lonrlon 
during a snowstorm for shelter. "Whih1 
anchored in that harbor she\vay fouled by 
the L". S. S. Dispatch, carrying away her 
jibboom. Securing a new jibboom she 
started for Portlund, and all went well 
nntil last Monday, when, off Nanset, a 
violent northwesterly gale came up. dur- 
ing which pho wa^ driven back to an 
anchorage off Chatham. 


On Monday night while riding out the 


gale with two anchors down she lost the 
port anchor with Ifi fnllioma of chain. 
Xotivithatimdins this she -manased to 
hold on until the ne.vt morning, "'lien the 
gale moderated. The Xickci-soii then got 
under sail with fair wind, but after get- 
ting into Boston bay the wind Hhifted to 
northwest and commenced to blow heavy, 
with intense cold. All that nij;hfc heavy 
&eas swept ovtivthe forward part - of 
the 


vessel, fref/iu^ as fast as it fell and form- 
ing a heavy coating. 


Several attempts wore then made to 


reach Gloucester, but they were unsuc- 
cessful, owing to the heavy ^ale. After 
hcing bufTeted by the gale in Boston bay 
for 24 hours Captain SVin.sIow finally de- 
cided to run for Plymouth for slielter, 
and when off Salem a sudden flaw of wind 
struck the vessel with terrific force, leav- 
ing the mfiinsail in ribhons and carrying 
cway the jib, besides doin^ other ininul 
damage. 


Daring all this time the crew was un- 


able to hoist any of the head anils and 
everything forward was frozen stiff, even 
the windlass could nut. be manipulated. 
The vessel remained ti^ht, however, and 
at 9 o'clock yesterday morning she wus 
picked up by the tug Kate Jones just be- 
low- >linot".i li^hfr and rowed to Boston. 
The XiclviTScm will in all probability be 
towed to her destination.

Celestials Are J^nr From Being » Civilized 


Eace, 


It was almost a revelation to the large 


audience at the Opeia house, last night, to 
earn of the social and political condition 
of the Chinese people on their native soil. 
;f we are to believe literally what Mr. Stod- 
lard says, China must be a God-forsaken 
country and the home of barbarity. 


Interesting as the lecture was Mr. Stod- 


lard handled tho subject carefully and de- 
icribed the social life of the 
Chinese so 


hat no one's stomach was turned,although 
more than one person had a cold chill 
down his or her back. 


The lecture was limited necessarily to a 


lescription of the island of Hong Eong and 
he city of Canton,but from the sights, eus- 
oms, inhabitants, and temples of these 
wo places the lecturer drew a general out- 
ine of the salient features of the Chinese 
ace and empire. The voyage thither from 
Japan, through the beautiful Japanese in- 
and sea, was first described and next the 
3ritish city of Yictoria on Hong Kxms; is- 
and. The lecturer dwelt upon the im- 
trovemonts effected here by England, no- 
ably the magnificent aqueduct and reser- 
•oir which supplies the island with water. 


Canton, with its swarming millions of 


unclean, superstitious and hostile coolies, 
vas next set before the audience by means 
'f numerous stereopticon views illustrative 
if the streets, shops, mobs, 
pagodas, 


'ehicles and other characteristics of the 
ilace. 
With all its early progress in the field of 


nvention the science of medicine is now 
n a condition of primitive worthlessness 
jn a par \vith that of many savage tribes. 


The poeple are such liars that their testi- 


mony is considered almost worthless by 
he Chinese courts,, but in commercial 
ransactions they are strictly honest and 
Iways fulfil their contracts, no matter at 
what pecuniary loss to themselves. In re- 
pect to honesty Mr. Stoddard says they 
re superior to the Japanese, while in per- 
ooal cleanliness they are far 
inferior 


o the mikado's subjects. 
Among other things the lecturer told of 


the ignorance of the 
Chinese and their 


aversion to modern improvement. He de- 
scribed their barbers, priests, doctors ant 
magistrates. 
He 
showed their pagodas 


and temples, their courts of justice and 
places of execution, and afforded glimpsss 
of life amid the degradation of the opium 
den. 


The country, he said,was unpicfcuresque 


and the people unattractive. The strc.ets 
of the city are from four to a dozen teet In 
width, and in the houses the people swarm 
like rats. At Pekiii and at Canton, 300,- 
000 people live in boats on the water, keep 
in a up a continued inter-family warfare to 
obtain sustenance. 


When the lecturer told about the cuisine 


of the1 race he touched upon the use of rats, 
cats and dogs for soup stocks. The 
peo- 


ple regard black cats as a greo-t delicacy, 
and the restaurants hanging out signs when 
they have a black cat for a stew aud an im- 
mediate result would be an invasion of that 
restaurant by a crowd of people, each of 
wUom would smack their lips in anticipa- 
tion of a feast. 


In superstition the Chinese are simply 


bound hand and soul, fhi editor of theCau- 
ton Gazette w_rote an editorial recently cal- 
ling upon the'govornment to erect, a statue 
to a little girl who cut her finger off at the 
second joint, mashed ilia cut off member 
inter her mother's medicine, as a charm 
for the latter's restoration to health. 
The 


mother recovered. Another charm is to cut 
a piece of flesh from the thigh and use it as 
a medicinal eK ment. Disgusting practices 
01 the people weie touched upon by Mr. 
Stoddard, and then he treated of Chinese 
history, of a people which anticipated Eu- 
rope by hundreds of years in the invention 
of gunpowder, the art of printing and in 
many trades now comparatively without 
influence in the councils of the nations 
and has retrograded a great distance in 
very many material respects. 
Be inci- 


dently touched upon the difficulty he ex- 
peiienccd in obtaining views in his Chinese 
tour from the Ignorant tears of the Chinese 
priests that the camera was an instrument 
of evil omen which might harm what it 
was levelled at. 


He briefly portrayed many of tlie na- 


tional traits, the administration of justice, 
the difficult examinations forjthe national 
civil service of China—a systam more than 
1000 
years 
old, 
and 
which 
opens 


the 
highest 
positions 
in 
the 


country to every 
freeborn 
Chinaman, 


In connection with the subject of the 


opium trade it was impossible to avoid giv- 
.ng expression to the condemnation which 
the whole civilized world has pronounced 
upon Great Britian for forcing the traffic 
in the deadly drug upon the country a half 
century ago. 


Mr. Stoddard concluded his lecture with 


views and a description of the great wall of 
China, which he characterized as being in 
its age, its extent and its present decay a 
true symbol of the great empire it guards. 


"Ceylon and the Himalayas" are to 


form the subject of his next lecture.

THE LAST BALLOT. 


TEST OF BRAVERY. 


Celestials Are Far From Heine a Civilized 


Race. 


It -was almost a revelation to the large 


audience at the Opera bouse, last night, to 
earn of tbe social and political condition 
of the Chinese people on. their native soil. 
If we are to believe literally what Mr. Stod- 
dard says, China roust be a God-forsaken 
country and the home of barbarity. 


Interesting as the lecture wag Mr. Stodr 


darcl handled tbe subject carefully and de- 
scribed the social life of the 
Chinese so 


that no one's stomach was turned.altbough 
more than one person had a cold chill 
down his or her back. 


Tbe lecture was limited necessarily to a. 


description of the island of Hong Kong and 
tbe city of Canton,but from the eigbts, cus- 
toms, inhabitants, and temples of these 
two places the lecturer drew a general out- 
line of the salient features of the Chinese 
race and empire. Tlie voyage thither from 
Japan, through the beautiful Japanese in- 
land sea, was first described and next the 
British city of Victoria on Hong Kong is- 
land. 
The lecturer dwelt upon the im- 


provenaants effected here by England, no- 
tably the magnificent aqueduct and reser- 
voir which supplies the island with water. 


Canton, with its swarming millions of 


unclean, superstitious and hostile coolies, 
was next set before tbe audience by means 
of numerous stereopticon views illustrative 
of tbe streets, shops, 
mobs, 
pagodas, 


vehicles and other characteristics of the 
place. 


With all its early progress in tbe field of 


invention tbe science of medicine is now 
In a condition of primitive worthlessness 
on a par with that of many savage tribes. 


The poeple are such liars tliat r.heir testi- 


mony is considered almost worthless by 
the Chinese courts,, but in commercial 
transactions they are strictly honest and 
always fulfil their contracts, no matter at 
what pecuniary loss to thcmfnlves. 
In re- 


spect to honesty Mr. Stoddard says they 
are superior to the Japanese, while in per- 
sonal cleanliness they are far 
inferior 


to the mikado's subjects. 


Among other things tbe lecturer told of 


tbe ignorance of the 
Chinese and their 


aversion to modern improvement. He de- 
scribed their barbers, priests, doctors and 
magistrates. 
He 
showed their pagodas 


.incl temples, their courts of justice and 
places of execution, and afforded glimpses 
of life amid the degradation of tbe opium 
den. 


Tbe country, be said,wag impicturesque 


aud tbe people unattractive. The strc.ets 
of the city are from four to a dozen feet In 
width, and in tbe bouses tbe people swarm 
like rats. At Pekin and at Canton, 300,- 
000 people live in boats on the water, keep- 
ing up a continued ioter-family warfare to 
obtain sustenance. 


When the lecturer told about the cuisine 


of the1 race he touched upon the use of rats, 
cats and dogs for soup stocks. The 
peo- 


ple regard black cats as a great delicacy, 
and the restaurants banging out signs when 
they have a black, cat tor a stew and an im- 
mediate result would be an invasion of that 
restaurant by a crowd of people, each of 
whom would smack their lips in anticipa- 
tion of a feast. 


In superstition the Chinese are simply 


bound hand and soul. Th; editor of tbe Can- 
Lon Gazette wrote an. editorial recently cal- 
ling upon the government to erect a statue 
to a little girl'who cut ber finger off at the 
second joint, mished the cut off member 
inter ber mother's medicine, as a 
charm 


for the latter's restoration to health. 
The 


mnther recovered. Another charm is to cut 
a piece of flesh from the thigh and use it as 
a medicinal eli ment. Disgusting practices 
of the people were touched upon by Mr. 
Stoddard, and then be treated of Chinese 
bistory, of a people which anticipated Eu- 
rope by hundreds of years in the invention 
of gunpowder, tbe art of printing and in 
ninny trades now comparatively without 
influence in the councils of tlie nations 
and has retrograded a great distance in 
very many material respects. 
He inci- 


dently touched upon the difficulty he ex- 
perienced in obtaining views In bis Chinese 
tour from the ignorant fears of the Chinese 
priests that the camera was an instrument 
of evil omen which might harm what It 
was levelled at! 


He briefly portrayed many of tbe na- 


tional trails, tbe administration of justice, 
the difficult examinations for|the national 
civil service of China—a systam more than 
1000 
years 
old, 
and 
which 
opens 


tbe 
highest 
positions 
in 
tbe 


country to every 
freeborn Chinaman. 


In connection with the subject of the 


opium trade it was impossible to avoid1 giv- 
ing expression to tbe condemnation which 
the whole civilized world has pronounced 
upon Great Britian for forcing the traffic 
in the deadly drug upon the country a half 
century ago. 


Mr. Stoddard concluded bis lecture with 


views and a description of the great wall of 
China, which he characterized as being in 
its age, its extent and its present decay 
a. 


true symbol of the great empire it guards. 


•'Ceylon and the HImalavas" are to 


form tbe subject of his next lecture.
